Sino-Soviet 
Border 
Incident 


HONG KONG 一 The Soviet 
Union made an apology to Peking 
last week for a _ border intrusion 
incident in Northeast China. After 
China lodged a strong protest, the 
Soviet press agency Tass said that 
a _ border patrol had accidentally 
entered Chinese territory along 
the Ussuri River in Pursuit of what 
it said was“an armed criminal.” 
Tass denied that the Russians had 
fired on or wounded a number of 
Chinese citizens，as Peking con- 
tended.“Regret was expressed to 
the Chinese -side in connection 
with the events,”the news agency 
Said . 

REALITY 

However，Peking said Sunday 
that 让 was not satisfied with 
Moscow's _ explanation of why 
troops，boats and a helicopter 
crossed the Ussuri River. “The 
explanation given in the Soviet 
note .does not conform ”with 
reality,”said the Chinese Foreign 
Ministry. 


The Chinese said that in this 
latest incident，which occurred 
May 9 near the town of Hulin，a 
Soviet helicopter, 18 boats and 30 
soldiers landed on the Chinese 
bank andq penetrated two and a 
half maies inland， shooting， 
wounding and kicking a number 
of people. The Soviet version said 
the soldqiers were in pursuit of a 
fugitive，mistakenly believing the 
other:*side of the river was Soviet- 


controlled Krestovsky island. 

The incursion was the first 
reported armed clash on the 
Ussuri since 人 fighting in 1969 over 
the Chinese-held Chenpao Island. 

Following the incident， the 
military commission of the Chi- 
nese Communist Party issued a 
<statement saying that “war with 
the Soviet Union is inevitable”and 
calledq on its troops to intensify its

SAN FRANCISCO 一 There are 
actually very few cases of 
cancellation of “green cards” or 
alien registration receipt cards 
(Form  I-151) by .the local 
Immigration and Naturalization 
Service，according to the newly 
appointed Deputy District Dir- 
ector Monica D. Bell last week. 

She explained that the green 
card allows for absence from the 
United States up to one year each 
time. If a permanent resident is to 
be absent for over one year，he or 
she must apply for their re-entry 
permit prior to departure. 

PATRIERN 

The green cards are not'picked 
up randomly. The admitting 
officer examines the pattern of 
departure and the length and 
Purpose of absence, and 计 there is 
evidence of abandonment of one's 
permanent residence，the officer 
will consider picking up the green 
card. For instance, when thereis a 
travel pattern of five departures 
and five 11-months absences 
abroad, the admitting officer has 
every _ right to question the 
returning ， residents intent to 
reside permanently here. 

The question is one of bona fide 
actual residence，To prove this， 
the returning resident could offer 
Proof of filing of resident tax 
returns and proof of actual 
domicile or permanent address in 
the United States. The filing of a 
non-resident tax return (Form 
1040 NR) is strong evidence of 
intent to abandon residence.

Castillo, who gave little insight on 
how the other 22 were chosen， 
except to Say that they were 
“people of standing who could 
contribute to [immigration] policy 
and who had access to groups.” 

In his hour-long conversation 
with Asian Americans， Castillo 
acknowledged the difficulties that 
the INS has had with _ providing 
Service to the public in general 
and to minorities in Particular. 
Despite the fact that the greatest 
immigration in the past 15 years 
has been from Asia and Mexico， 
most of INS- operation is still 
geared toward immigration from 
Europe. For instance，wWhile there 
are three INS offices in Italy to 
Process visa petitions, there is only 
one in Hong 和 ong，one in .the 
Philippines and，outside of one in 
Mexico, none in Latin America or 
Africa.

This lack of emphasis on service 
has .adversely affected Chinese 
and Mexican immigrants the 
most: for of all immigrant groups， 
these two are the least likely to 
apply for benefits from INS，such 
as _ naturalization。 Traditionally， 
the U.S. did not waiit the Chinese 
in this country, and its been long 
held that a Mexican national 
seeking U.S，eitizenship was in 
essence spitting on the Mexican 
flag. Under his tenure，Castillo 
said，INS is beginning to change， 
first “by providing ”outreach 
ServVices and training programs to 
community groups， 

Other changes include bringing 
in automation to INS offices， 了 
the past, INS 18 million files had 
to be processed manuajlly in 300 
locations. It was not uncommon to 
have 25 percent of the files lost，

He 
had three sons and latersold half a 
share to_ his brother-in-law，Lee 
Mon Wah. 

DUCKS 

The cellar restaurant，with the 
roast ducks hanging on wires and 
dripping oil，has alwavys been a 
workingman kind of place. 

Won， who took over as 
Imanager in 1962 when his father 
died, said Yee Jun Originally was 
in Spofford Alley，up the block a 
bit. The 1906 earthquake-fire 
wiped it out and 让 was relocated 
in Oakland until the Present 
building at 834 Washington .St. 
went up in 1907， 

Theres no shark-fin soup here. 
Not even vermicejli，Just crisp 
noodles，HI you want pan-fried 
noodjes youd have to ask for 
them, and that would be 15 cents 
extra， 

Yee Jun has gone through a 
number of phases,， In the 
beginning 让 had a local clientele. 
Steamed pork with salted fish was 
the house specialty。 The aroma 
attracted Filipinos，who made 让 
their favorite spot when in town 
from the valley after the harvest 
Season. 

VISITORS 

Then the Beats from North 
Beach discovered Yee Jun. They 
were followedq by .the flower 
children fromtheHaight-Ashbury. 
But always there would be visitors 
from Peoria stumbling down the 
stairs and finding “a romantic 
place with private booths and 
Tennessee marble-top tables.” 

They would tell their friends 
and SO on，until the restaurant 
had a cult following.

“Artt historians 、have talked 
about Taoism influencing theme 
and style, ”Strickmann said,“with 
no_clear underunderstanding of 
what Taoism Teally is. They men- 
tion ITeverence for mature，yin- 
yang and ,five element theory as 
Taoist, but actually such concepts 
were common to the entire cul- 
ture.” 

LECTURE 

One afternoon last week， 

Strickmann,， a bespectacled， 


. bearded scholar，sat in the shade 


by ， Strawberry Creek on the 
Berkeley campus. He will lecture 
on Chinese painting and Taoism 
at the San Francisco Asian Art 
Museum (May 22, 8 pm) and took 
time out from his research to offer 
his emendations to prevailing con- 
ceptions of Taoism and Taoist art. 
Until recently, Strickmann said， 
Chinese and Western scholars had 
regarded Taoism as a corrupt， 
popular religion 一 an attitude in- 
herited from the Ch'ing dynasty， 
when the Manchus tried to sup-

ism，he said，is really a two-lay- 
ered religion; 让 has a popular and 
a higher side，The popular side， 
which had some roots in local oc- 
cult religions that flourished as 
eazly as the Han dynasty, included 
alchemy， astrology，meditation， 
macrobiotics，and worship of a 
host of gods. -The Taoist leaders， 
though indulging in such activi- 
ties，bejlieved themselves to be 
above them.，They believed in 
something higher 一 the Tao 一 that 
the common people with lesser vi- 
sion could not appreciate，This 
spjlit between the two levels exists 
even noOwW, Strickmann said, in the 
sects in Taiwan，where the reli- 
gion has been experiencing a re- 
surgence，and in Hong -天 ong.

From the temples in the moun- 
tains _ around Nanking，he said， 
they looked down on the tombs of 
the Liang emperors. 


IJNTEREST 

Two books，Strickmann said， 
one by Holmes Welch and the 
other by Joseph Needham, kindled 
his interest in Taoism. Welch had 
wiitten 一 and other scholars gen- 
erally agreed 一 that the Taoist 
cannon was “incomprehensible” 
and “undateable” he said. He 
studied the works in the collection 
himself and found that more than 
hajlf could be dated with preci- 
Sion . 

Strickmann predicts that within 
a few years scholars will have as- 
sembjled a fairly detailed account 
of Taoism. Another jlittle-known 
Subject obsesses _ him now 一 the 
history of Chinese Tantric Bud- 
dhism，a sect， characterized by 
magic and mysticism. “Itholdqs the 
same fascination that Taoism did 
ten years ago,， he says. “Taoism 


js， in a sense，Chinas indigenous
